Addition, which was, a- 
large Effigie of the Whore of Babyl/on,dreſt up Cap-a-Pe, 
withall che Whoriſh Ornaments, having a Croſs and 
Two Keyes in his hands, I know not if they were 
the Keys. of the Cellar that Gay Faux had, but IF: 
ſuppoſe they might belong to Purgatory, becauſe the 
Pope formerly kept one, and Donne Olympia the other , he 
had a ſtring of Beads in the other hand : and never more 
need you will ſay, to fall to his Beads, when I ſhall tell you 
' hownear he was to his End : (I. donot think they were the 
ſame that Father Gardner carried with him to Tyburn;) he 
gorgiouſly appear'd with the Triple Crown on his head, 
2nd holdinga Placacte in his hand, extended tothe people, 
Proclaiming general Pardons 3 but I ſaw none very for- 
ward to accept. them, notwithſtanding the Market was . 
ready to be ſhut-up, and himſelf ſo near his End g 
in this poſture he was carried , not in a Chaire, but as. 
the Traytors heads are upon the Bridge, fixed upon a Pole - 
in Proceſſion, all about the Powltrey Market-place, attend- 
ed withnear an hundred Torches, and more thana thou- 
ſand people. This Ceremony. laſted ſome confiderable 
time after which, the Eftigies was hung up, upon a high - 
Rope that was tyed at two Garret windows, croſs the Poul- 
trey - Street:'about two hours, with a great Bonfire be- 
fore it, leſtit.ſhould catch cold by hanging ſo long in the 
Ayr. 

"That being ended, there was a Hogſhead filled with 
ſmall fael & combuſtible ſtuff, which was ſet right under 
his feet; but ſuch was the forwardneſs of ſome” of the 
* SpeRators, that they muſt imploy ſome other weapons for> 
his deſtruRion, ſome letting flie at him with Piſtols , -

others with Fonling-Peices; but the fire over-powerittg 
it, ſoon ſpoyled their ſport, by burning the Mark, yer 
they were loth to omit the uſe of Guns, in memory of the 
Monk that contrived they two hundred and ninecy-three 
years agoe. 


Now having filled themſelves with good Liquor, and 
ratified their own humors, every Man and Boy went to

The Seffons of Parliament being diffolved, 'F»h the >th. 
Anno Chriſti,1605. and prorogued tothe ſeventh of February 
following : C atesby heing at Lambeth, ſent for Thomas Win- 
ter, who before had been employed into Spaire, and acquain- 
red him with the defigne of blowing up the Parliament houſe; _ 
who readily apprehending it, ſaid, This indeed ftrikgs at the 
root, only theſe helps were wanting, a houſe for refidence, 
and a skilful man to carry the Mine : But the firſt, Catesby 
aſſured him was ealte to be gor, and for the man, he commen- 
ded Guy Fawkes, a ſufficient ſoulder, and a forward.Catholick: 
Thus Kobert Catesby, John Wright, Thomas Winter, and Guy 
Fawkes had many meetings, and conferences about this buſi- 
neſſe, till at laſt Thomas Percy came puffing in to Catesby's 
lodgin $ at Lambeth, ſaying, What Gentlemen. ſhall we Al. 
wayes be talking, and never do any thing ? Tow cannot be igng- 
rant how things proceed? To whom Catesby anſwered, that 
ſomething was reſolyed on, but firſt an.oath for ſecreſie was to 
be adminiſtred:for which parpoſerhey appointed to meet ſome 
three dayes aſter,, behind Clements Church beyond Temple- 
barre; where being met, Percy profeſſed thar for the Cirho- 
lick cauſe himſelf wonld be the man to advance ir; were it with 
the laughter of the King, which he-wavthene ready'to under- 
take and do. id hore 
No Tom (ſaid Catesby) thou ſhalt not adventure thy ſelf to 
ſo ſmall purpoſe, if thou wilt be a Traytor, there is a plot to 
greater advantage,and ſuch an one as can never be diſcovered: 
Hereupon all of them took the Oath of ſecreſie,heard a Maſle,” 
and-receivea the Sacrament; X m 
his devilliſh deviſe by Mine and Gunpowder to blow up the 
Parliament houſe, and ſo by one ſtroke with the deſtruction of 
many, effe& that at once which had been many years attempt- 
ing: And for caſe of conſcience to kill the innocent with the
